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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every town, city or 
unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. Anyone wishing to 
kindle an outside fire when the ground is not covered with snow must first 
obtain the written permission of the fire warden. Except for cooking fires, no 
fire can be kindled between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a commercial or 
industrial burn or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work by the 
District Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department of Resources and 
Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of the Forest 
Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 72% of the fires caused by 
smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the Bear is an important 
prevention tool but he still needs much help from the public. Parents should 
warn their children of the hazards of playing with matches. Children tend to 
forget that a lighted match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


The year 1973 was one of the busiest on record. We had a total of ten 
calls: 3 were car fires, one out-of-town; two were house fires, one out-of-town; 
two were chimney fires, one we got help from out-of-town; two were downed 
electric lines; one was a brush fire. 


During the year we had eight drills with a total attendance of thirty-nine. 
One of these drills was a state school at Laconia. Four of our men attended this. 
We had 11 meetings with the quota of five being met for all but the January 
meeting. Nineteen different men out of our total membership of 45 found time 
to attend one or more of these meetings. This includes our honorary members of 
which there are 13. A quick subtraction tells us that we have 32 “active” 
members, counting the five that joined during the year. Two members resigned 
because of leaving town, which leaves us with a roll of 30. I seriously question 
the value at a fire of the 15 ‘“‘active’’ members who did not attend either a 
meeting or a drill! Looking at the attendance for the year, there are only ten 
that I would consider ACTIVE members, members that have been often enough 
to know where things are, members that have been practicing enough to know 
how to use the equipment! The only conclusion I can draw from this is that the 
Lempster Fire Department desperately needs men that will join it, and more 
important, men that will take time to familiarize themselves with how to use the 
equipment we have! 


In spite of this lack of manpower several important things have been 
accomplished. Battery chargers are now on all the trucks, with a quick 
disconnect so that driving the trucks out with them still connected won’t 
damage them New hose was purchased. A new style fog nozzle was purchased 
and tested. New, better coats were purchased to replace the ones that were 
stolen. (We are still looking for the 15 lb. white Ansul A B C dry powder 
extinguisher that was stolen at the same time.) An alarm system was installed so 
that anyone entering the building without a key sets off the sirens. (we have had 
no problems with theft since.) A sign was painted and donated warning of this 
sytem A siren was set up near the school. The furnace has been repaired several 
times. We’ve joined with surrounding towns in ““Tot Finders” for small children. 


: These are some of the more major accomplishments. It is hard to realize 
how much time is spent on small things like rolling hose, checking equipment, 
starting trucks, and other “small” things that make the difference when the fire 
call comes.

NEWPORT AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Newport Ambulance Service answered 336 calls during 1973. 

The addition of the new ambulance and the increased support from town 
officials, townspeople, and the surrounding communities has made it possible to 
improve our service and the morale of the crew. The ambulance staff has 
increased from a low of six members to a record high of seventeen members. 

The Ambulance Service, the vehicles, and the crew members are all licensed 
with the state and meet all requirements above regulations. Over 75% of the 
members are now licensed “Emergency Medical Technicians.” This represents a 
great many hours of training for each member. 

Coverage to the area towns has continued this year. Each town that we have 
covered with service has helped to support the ambulance service with tax 
assistance based on population, at $2.00 per head. The Ambulance Service hopes 
to continue service to all communities on our area again in 1974. 

The Ambulance Service has also responded to all major fires, in all 
communities. This is added protection of life and limb to all concerned. 

The Newport Police Department has continued to serve as our dispatcher and 
has proven very valuable to our service and response time. Our telephone 
number for emergencies is 863-2355.

Newport Area Home Health Agency 


The Newport Area Home Health Agency services are available to all 
participating towns for the following treatments ordered by a doctor; blood 
pressure readings, injections, dressings, baths, enemas, diabetic instruction, diet 
teaching, rehabilitation, health supervision, physic therapy. 

Also the nurses provide instruction and guidance to expectant mothers, new 
mothers and babies, family planning, handicapped children and adults. 

The agency has pre-school immunization clinics every other month and is 
assisted by local doctors and the New Hampshire State Department of Health 
and Welfare. Provided at these clinics are oral Polio vaccines, Diphtheria, Tetanus 
and Whopping Cough vaccines (DPT), and Measles vaccines. 

The agency also works very closely with the New Hampshire State Bureau of 
Communicable Diseases in monitoring TB cases and contacts of TB cases, 
hepatitis outbreaks, measles epidemics, and other communicable disease 
problems. 

The agency plans on reestablishing the well child clinics for low income 
families when a local pediatrician is available to help with them. 

The director of the agency, Mary Gallant, also works with the Newport 
Hospital discharge coordinator, Kitty Brown, to help patients there to plan for 
an easier transition to home after discharge. The agency in this way finds 
patients needing skilled nursing care at home after discharge from the hospital. If 
the agency is unable to assist possible patients, the agency refers them to the 
appropriate agency such as: The New Hampshire State Welfare Department, 
Town or County Welfare, Vocational Rehabilitation, Mental Health Centers, 
Planned Parenthood, Alcoholics Anonymous and Alcoholic Rehabilitation 
Programs, drug rehabilitation programs, Senior Citizens, Crippled Childrens 
Services, Maternal and Child Health Services, Heart Disease Program, Special 
Health Services, Convulsive Disorders, Clinics, Cancer Commission, Cystic 
Fibrosis Clinics and other Home Health agencies. 

The Newport Area Home Health Agency is certified thru Medicare. Medicare 
and Welfare patients usually receive services free as Medicare and Welfare 
reimburses the agency directly. The agency also has a contract with Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield to provide skilled nursing care and physio therapy to patients ~ 
in their homes in lieu of hospitalization only. Any person requiring services that 
the agency can provide will get care, either on a sliding scale fee or free if unable 
to pay. (This is paid for by town appropriations - your tax dollars.) 

The agency has a program of ongoing inservice education in conjunction with 
the New Hampshire Board of Continuing Education, New Hampshire Heart 
Association, New Hampshire Lung Association, New Hampshire Department of 
Health and thru closed circuit TV programs at the Claremont General Hospital.

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REPORT OF HEAD TEACHER 


The year 1973 has been one of growth and change at the Goshen-Lempster 
School. While our new Library Resource Center was in its first year of operation 
under Mrs. LeClair, we received the welcomed news that our proposed project 
for a Model Small School Resource Center was one of fourteen projects in New 
Hampshire selected for federal funding. Mrs. LeClair lost no time in spending the 
$2,000. Special Purpose Grant under Title II, ESEA, for books, recordings, and 
filmstrips to increase our central collection. Since last Spring she has spent many 
hours in the work necessary to put these and other materials into use for the 
children in the classrooms. 


Last Spring also saw the Newport High School Band under its new 
director, Mr. Piaseczny, spend an enjoyable afternoon playing at our school. The 
students in both the band and the audience thoroughly enjoyed the 
presentation. 


In April Mrs. June Buck, our School Nurse, arranged for a Dental 
Hygienist to visit our school with interesting films and demonstrations showing 
the development and care of teeth. 


With June and graduation approaching the eighth grade spent a morning at 
Newport High School trying to determine a course for the future. Mr. Herbert 
Williams, Guidance Director, then came to the school to assist the graduates in 
course selection. 


The graduates made their class trip to the Boston Museum of Science and 
Canobie Lake Park. Graduation was held June 15th with guest speaker, Mr. 
Rodney Walker, Newport High School Principal. Valedictorian was Sandra 
Hodgman; the Salutitorian was Paul Newton. Mrs. Cain and Mrs. Williamson 
presented the diplomas after an invocation by Father Densmore. Music was 
under the direction of Mrs. Thomas. Refreshments were provided by the Parents’ 
Club; Mr. and Mrs. Campbell donated flowers. 


We reopened this September with one personnel change. Mrs. Irene Cain 
retired after eight years at Goshen-Lempster and was replaced by Timothy 
Garland as teacher of mathematics and science in grades 6, 7, & 8. Mr. James 
Russell teaches English & Social Studies at Grades 6, 7, & 8. Mrs. Marjorie 
Patterson returned as teacher of grades 1 & 2, Miss Jan Bradeen, grades 2 & 3, 
and Mrs. Ethel Jarvis, grades 4 & 5. 


Title I, ESEA, has continued to provide the special reading program under 
the Supervisory Union cooperative project as directed by Mr. A. J. Soucy, 
Teacher Consultant. Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett has continued to serve as the reading 
teacher in Goshen-Lempster and has had the benefit of assistance from Mrs. 
Eileen Coombs, Title I Teacher and coordinator for the Newport, Sunapee, 


Goshen-Lempster Program Mrs. Mary McCullough and Mrs. Constance Hooper 
have served as chairman and co-chairman on the Title I Advisory Committee for 
the cooperative program 


September saw a further expansion of services through the help of the 
Sullivan County Mental Health Clinic. Staff members of the clinic come to the 
school on a limited but regular basis to discuss student behavior and problems 
related to student learning. Such discussions and professional advice are most 
helpful to teachers in developing effective strategies for dealing with student 
behavior and performance. 


Another expansion came this fall when a federal grant of $500. was 
awarded to fund the Vocational Vistas project designed to give students some 
further insight into some possible career choices available to them We were 
successful in providing a work experience program for one of the older students 
in the program. 


The Goshen-Lempster Parent-Teacher Association has been of tremendous 
help this year, sponsoring a dental clinic, contributing money for library books, 
science materials, and an outdoor basketball court. In addition, several of the 
mothers have volunteered as Aides within the school, for which we are very 
grateful. 


We are presently in the midst of a project, initiated by a 40-hour Teacher 
Training program last summer in an INSTRUCTIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
INSTITUTE (IDI), designed to attack a specific student-oriented problem of 
instruction. Mr. Russell and Miss Bradeen were two of the participants in this 
IDI who later identified a project aimed at evaluating student performance, 
materials, and methods of instruction in mathematics. This study should lead to 
implementing some changes in the teaching of basic skills in this area. 


I would like to thank all who have helped at the school this year, 
especially Mrs. Hooper, our cook, the Newtons, our janitors, and the Campbells, 
our bus drivers. We are particulary grateful to the citizens of Goshen and 
Lempster, the School Board, and central administrative staff in their continued 
efforts to provide the many services as will be required under the minimum 
standards for elementary schools.
